Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . In view of the amended claims and further search, Claims 1 -38, and 40-51 are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 1-38 and 40-51 . 
Claims 1-37 and 41-51 are allowed for the reasons as set forth in applicant's response filed on 
01/15/2009. 

Regarding claim 38, the prior art of record fails to disclose singly or in combination to render 
obvious that the issuing the code value includes searching the content; selecting a result searched in 
the searching the content; and registering the result in a communication entity corresponding to the 
content. 

Regarding claim 40, the prior art of record fails to disclose singly or in combination to render 
obvious that transferring the registered code value to an off-line interested party, which encodes the 
code value into an off-line medium that prints an off-line medium.
